DELHI, 
India, Dec. 12. — King 


Georgo V and Queen Mary were pro- 
claimed today emperor and empress 
of India. The culminating act of the 
English monarch's accession to the 
throne of his vast Indian dominions 
took place amid a scene which for 
richness of color and magnificence of 
decorations probably never has been 
surpassed 
in 
modern 
times. 
The 


crowning was followed by an act of 
generosity on the king-emperor's part, 
of which a slight hint .had already 
been given. 
The viceroy proclaimed 


that the king-emperor was to donate 
a large sum of money to promote pop- 
ular education and that further hand- 
some gifts would be made. 


The huge amphitheater in the' Dur- 


bar camp was thronged from ah. early 
hour. The bright apparel and spark- 
ling gems of the many Indian princes 
and the smart uniforms of the soldiery 
contrasted strongly with .the white 
dressus of the European women and 
the sober garb of civilian officials. 


INDIAN WOMEN -WATCH. 


The great feudatory princes and 
rulers of India, 
with

British officials, 
occupied 
seats of 


honor near the pavilion, located in 
the center. 
Screened from the gaze 


of the curious by a lattice framowortc, 
a number of Maharanis and . other 
Indian women of high rank occupied 
two sections of the 1'ront gallery. 
Tho interval of waiting was beguiled 


by the playing of military music. Sol- 
diers played a large part in the Dur- 
bar, and a, guard of honor, composed 
of 100 picked men, was drawn up 
before the central pavilion. Troops 
of every arm of the service surround- 
ed the arena In a compact mass and 
lines of soldiers extended along the 
route of the royal approach. 
Cheers heralded the arrival of a 


little band of veterans, the survivors 
of the armies which made the pres- 
ent Durbar possible.

weather-beaten ' uniforms, 


strove to keep up a show of military 
formation a.s they marched to the 
privileged place allotted them, but 
many of them limped to their seats.

of the Los Angeles Times dynamiting 
would be followed'back, to learn who;

Judgment Against Safe Manu- 


facturer Is Set Aside by 


Judge 'Ellsworth. 


The verdict of the jury against. 


Charles "Waltz,, owner and .manager of. 
the Waltz Safe and Lock company, 
with Its factory at Fifth street, near 
Adeline, in this city, awarding- to Mrs. 
Anna L. Silveira, a Jeweler of 72 
Jackson street, San Francisco, "a judg- 
ment of $1600 damages, has. been set 
asi.de by Judge John.-Ellsworth.. Mrs. 
Silveira claimed that at the time of 
the San Francisco fire in 1906-she 
had jewelry to the value of $16,000 
stored in a safe of "Waltz manufacture, 
and that the safe was not fireproof, 
because while none of .the jewelry 
was destroyed it was found tarnished 
when the safe was opened one month 
later. 


In setting aside the --jury award- the 
court declared that the damage to 
the jewelry was inappreciable and 
that the evidence showed the safe 
reasonably fireproof, it having sub- 
stantially preserved its contents from 
the ravages of one of the most de- 
structive of. fires. 
The fact that the 
jewelry was tarnished from moisture 
is declared by Waltz and his experts 
to be a necessary element • in 
the 
safety of a safe. It is asserted, that 
in order that a safe ..be fireproof, when 
subjected to severe heat. Its filling 
must be capable of holding moisture. 
The "safe people claim that this very 
moisture is -what materially helped in 
restoring to Mrs. Silveira her jewelry 
intact. They claim .t-iiat the fact that 


[ the jewelry was tarnished was attrib- 
utable. to; the-safe' having remained 
unopened in the ruinj^1 for nea"rlv a 
month. '

Wian Sentenced to 25 Years in 


Jail Said He Sought to 


Shield Innocent. 


. The following communication has been 
received by THE • TRIBUNE from.C.-B. 
P. Hubbard, who">--was- sentenced ;;last 
Thursday to Twenty-five years' Imprison- 
ment in San Quehtin for arson: 


Editor TRIBUNE, Dear Sir: Believing 


that- your valuable paper loves fair play 
and justness, I ask you to give this 
statement space in one of your editions. 
I wish to state distinctly that I had no 
intention in any remark made by my- 
self to the court, at the time o£ receiving 
sentence* of leaving the . impression on 
the mind of the court or on any one's 
mind who heard it, that Mrs. Hubbard 
had a 'knowledge concerning the affair or 
that she -knew anything concerning my 
actions on the night in question. 
After, arrest I -was called into the pres- 
ence of Messrs. 
Kyler and 
Hodgklns. 
There I refused to make statement con- 
cerning my actions until told by Mr, 
Hodgkins that unless I confessed to corti- 
mitting crime, Mrs. Hubbard --would be 
(arrested and! thrown in '.jail.. To save one 
•who I : knewi could have -no. -guilty knowl- 
. edge, of the affair .1 assumed it and made 
statement' to satisfy 'Mr. Hodgkins, -with 
a distinct agreement with him that no 
one's name, excepting my own, was to 
be mentioned in connection with the case. 
That 'agreement was not adhered to, and 
after ' preliminary -hearing I decided to 
stand trial. 
.

On representations made me 'by an 
assistant prosecutor, that , I could make 
a sworn statement for the consideration 
of the judge, and. that I could secure a 
parole - in the course of , a year or such a 
matter . decided to .change my plea to 
guilty. -I had only one desire and- that 
was to save' an innocent party the trying 
ordeal tha^^must be undergone as a -wit- 
ness. 
: "What caused my own undoing was the 
agreement made 
with 
Mr. Hodgkins. 
There was. no use to speak of tills to the 
court after a plea of guilt had been 
entered. ;In prevlou's troubles "T- had1 been 
p;erniltte.d & by- United . States.aofEiclala: to 
i.majt.ftjimjr: 'Statement -before sentence, .day, 
•so, .naturally, I supposed .the same course 
woula be "pursued in' this ' case. When I 
changed' my plea It was In front of Judge 
Brown and I-Tvas at that time requested 
by the attorney not to make any state- 
ment. I complied, . thinking 
he -would 
make a further explanation later on. 
I was not, under "oath -when I changed 
my plea; 1! was when statement was 
made. . I tried my utmost to control my 
nerves while taUdng to the_ judge,1 but

The meeting-to be-held in the First Congregational church is 


ofispecial significance at this time because the immediate purpose 
in view is' to array popular sentiment behind-the arbitration treaties 
which President Taft negotiated with' England and France, and 
which are now held up in the Senate on inconsequential grounds. 
These treaties provide a mode of 'adjusting international -disputes 
wh'ich will prevent a recourse to arms. Their ratification will be a 
long step .toward permanent peace am'Otig the civilized nations/anti 
a cessation ofMiplomatic strife and intrigue whic'fi 'hot only distuVb' 
thd| cofttitr of nations, but obstruct'settletn'ent of; "questions in ac- 
cordance with the principles of equity. '- ' ' • • ' " -

'. A "widespread movement in favor.of .universal peace.:is now in 


progress; it is not confined to the United States, but is finding voice- 
in every Christian land. This movement1'is a .protest against the 
horrors, the uselessness and the inhumanity of'.war. It is center- 
ing around the arbitration treaties .negotiated by President Ta'ft 
because those treaties embody the only .practical method thus far 
suggested of adjudicating international disputes in accordance, .with 
t h e ethics o f Christian civilization. '

The meeting in the First Congregational church will not be 


merely a demonstration in favor of peace, but an'effort to array 
moral' sentiment in favor of ratifying the arbitration treaties. Sim- 
ilar meetings;-are being held in mahy parts of the country. In any 
mavemeit iff Stliis kind Oakland should no? Jag behind:; ojther icorn- 
mttnities. Public, sentiment fr'er'e should express itself'and do" its 
part in impressing upon the Senate r'the sense of the nation,. 
We 


are confident that a vast majority of the people of the United States 
are in favor of ratifying the treaties; we know they are in favor of 
peace and opposed to war, but <they cannot make their views felt 
unless they express them. The meeting tomorrow night will be 
an effective demonstration, and therefore should be' largely at- 
tended. It is to be hoped that no'representative.'.citizen will fail 
to be present and give approval, to a movement that is the initial 
step in forming "the parliament of-man, the federation of the world "

There are fifty-eight counties in the State. Under the arrange- 


ment proposed by Senator Walker the counties would have a fixed 
representation of fifty-seven in the Assembly. 
Subtract -the three 


allotted to Alameda, San Francisco and Los Angeles, and the .out- 
side counties would have fifty-four Asserriblymen in -the total of 
ninetj'-seven provided for the whole State. Thus an unequal 3is- 
tnfitition of political power would be permanently --established.

that.' It /proposes to give the three meirdpolitah counties -an1 ag- 
gregate of thirty-four Assemblymen out of the total of eighty, 
which is allowing the outside counties five more than they are en- 
titled to. But this inequality, unjust as it is, can be corrected when 
the-State is reapportioned again, whereas the Walker scheme would 
necessitate an amendment to the .constitution to effect a restora- 
tion of the political equilibrium. Meantime the evil of inequitable-

Give Us a Parcels Posf.. 


The argument against the parcels post is the same old argument 


that was employed when it was proposed to establish a government 
"postal^, system. Why (should , the goverr{fnen%i}ndertake to trans^ 
.porfe letters- any tnoie-th-an—itjsliotild""tmdtsrtak«—to-transport bacpn 
and flour and sugar? demanded the opponents of government pos- 
tal delivery 
It was said that the proposition was an invasion of 


private enterprise, that the government had no right to engage-in 
the carrying business, and that the mails could be carried by private" 
agencies more speedily and at less cost than the government could 
carry them. The man who would voice such a protest now would 
be. called- a fool. 


But the old exploded argument is again being employed to defeat 


the. establishment:!of a parcels post system. Why? -Because the ex- 
press companies- ;ire reaping enormous and unjust, profits, from the, 
business of transporting small packages. In man-yK instancesyliie 
charges are grote-quely- exoi;bitan't, altogether oulyofj proportion to 
the actual cost of carriage and the value of the articles transported. 
The express business is m 'many particulars a graft. It is a gross 
imposition on the public.

Small packages are sent by express to insure.speed and certainty 


of delivery. To insure these the express companies ad\I three or 
four hundred—often a thousand-^per cent to the ordinary freight 
charge. The article may be ol little'value and not easily, damaged, 
but the cost of. expressage is :colo"ssaL—a tremendous tax imposed 
because the companies have the power to impose it. 
. . . In England the parcels post is a great public convenience. It is 
riot a tax on .the public treasury and it allows small articles to be 
transported at a minimum cost. It is a great help to people dwell- 
ing-.in small towns and projects the public from a form of exaction/ 
that has become exceedingly aggressive and onerous in this country. 


It was notorious that the late Thomas C. Platt represented, not 


the people of New York, but the express companies in the Senate. 
His..chief-mission in the national legislature was to prevent the es- 
tablishment of a parcels post. That the express monopoly should 
invade the Senate of the United' States with a political agent is 
one of the strongest arguments in favor of the parcels post.

express-companies 'will not find ;it: expedient to: be' represented in 
the Senate if a: parcels post should ::be established;

The tragic end of a. young 
New Tork girl's love af- 
fair In vivid language was 
found in a diary after' the 
girl killed herself late yes- 
clay In a rooming house. 
While the wife of the man 


whom .the •girl had eloped with de- 
nounced -him in ona room ol his apart- 
ment," the runaway girl, sitting In an- 
other, wrote the last chapter in her 
diary. 
When the wife .left to call the 


police the girl shot herself through the 
breast with a rifle. 


The diary itself tells the story of the 


elopement of the girl. 
Nanette Faum- 


braux of New York, with Hector Catta, 
also of New Tork. 


In the early chapters of the diary the 


girl tells of meeting the young Italian. 
She was a manicurist and fell In love 
with Catta the ."first'.time' she saw., him. 
Toward the middle of the diary is this 
entry: 


"Tonight he told me^ he was married. 


It was llko lightning out of the clear 
Sky. 
One moment I felt as though the 


blood in my veins . had turned to ice. 
The next moment I felt .as though I 
had been plunged into hell." 


This was written just previous to the 


flight of the couple from New York on 
October 12. 


Sunday afternoon Mrs.! Catta found the 


couple in the North .Twelfth house. She 
notified the police, and when Catta heard 
them coming he ordered the girl into the 
kitchen. 
While the husband and wife 


quarreled the girl wrote this: 


".Today a woman was at the house 


while I was- in the kitchen waiting for 
what .may come.- • He had told, me to 
wait '-in the.-.ikitchen,- and' since -then I 
have been' .worried.' 
I hear a baby's 


voice. Boy, boy! What agony you must 
be in."

against her breast and fired. The bullet 
passed through the heart.

The capital stock is given as $1,000,-
